A gang of hoodluiUH committed sev­ 
eral outrages in the vicinity of Pres­ 
idio on Hunday. Two men were beat­ 
en cruelly without having power to 
resist. A grocery store keeper on 
Union street who refused to supply 
tbem with drink without pay was 
beaten into a state of insensibility by 
a few while the rest destroyed every 
tiling witbin reach. A Chinese do­ 
mestic was next attacked and left on 
htie street corner for dead. At the 
corner of Broadway and Laquena 
streets, a sou of James Laidley was 
attacked, knocked down,and after be­ 
ing kicked iu a most shameful m an­ 
ner was deprived of a large portion of 
his clothing aud left helpless in the 
street. His injuries which Included a 
broken nose were such that he was 
carried home. 
At a meeting of white shoe makers, 
at Fourth street last evening, it was 
determined to hold a meeting at the 
Irish American Hail to-morrow eve, 
to make arrangements for a mass 
meeting, wherein the participants 
may express their views of Chinese 
labor, and their opinions of those who 
employ it. It is to be next week Its in­ 
tention to thoroughly expose all shoe 
manufacturers who employ Chinese 
workmen. 
An action was commenced yester­ 
day in the fourth district court by J. 
D Fry and A J. Ralston, executors of 
estate of W. C. Ralston against Geo. 
S. Dodge on account of partnership 
between the defendant and deceased, 
aud for the recovery of 5,000 shares in 
the Northern Belle Mill and Mining 
Company. The complaint states that 
in August 1874 the deceased and Mr. 
Dodge entered into copartnership in a 
special venture for the purchase of 
10,000 shares of stock of the Northern 
Belle Company, it being agreed that 
the purchaser holding and dealing in 
such stock should be on joint account 
share and share alike. The stock cost 
$80,000 to be paid out to it according 
to the necessities of the company. 
April 30th 1875 the complaint sa 4 
Ralston advanced $76,000 on account 
of the purchase of 10,000 shares an ' 
that since his death Dodge has paid 
the remainder of the purchase price 
$40,000. The stock was in Ralston 
custody till his death. Between the 
months of August 1875 and the com­ 
mencement of the action $110,000 has 
been paid by the company in divi­ 
dends on said 10,000 shares $30,000 of 
which was received by Ralston and 
$80,000 by Dodge since Ralston’s 
death. The complaint also says that 
Dodge repudiates the partnership ami 
that he has by some means obtained 
possession of the certificates of stock 
for 10,000 shares and has converted 
them to his own use although the 
plaintiffs have requested an account­ 
ing. 
Authorities at Canton have receiv­ 
ed information of another surprise 
and massacre of the imperial troops 
in Formosa. Aborigines attacked 
the camp nerr Toi Wan Fu contain­ 
ing 500 men of whom not more than 
one half escaped, the remainder hav­ 
ing been killed by the enemy or 
drowned in attem pting to cross the 
creeks in the neighborhood. 
There is quite an epidemic raging 
in the neighborhood of Soochow. Its 
people appear to be in great distress 
and deaths are fearfully sudden. Men 
die at work and women in the very 
act of nursing their children. 
The steamer Great Republic arriv­ 
ed from Hongkong via Yokahama 
this morning with 1100 China men.

NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


The steam er G reat Republic arrived at San 
Francisco yesterday with 1,100 Chinese. 
It is stated th a t R ussia supports the de­ 
m ands o f the insurgents. The Porte, howev­ 
er, refuses to discuss the notion. M uhktar 
Pasha, w ith eighteen battalions, left Galako 
on Saturday to revictual Nicsic. 
The Algerian insurrection is now ended. 
At St. X avier a M onarchist was elected 
Deputy by 5,240 to 5,149 over a R epublican. 
Seven hundred Turks, in attem pting to re­ 
lieve GraySovo, have been routed. 
The Russian Consul G eneral a t Belgrade 
goes to St. Petersburg for instructions. 
A London dispatch says th a t the ship Vic­ 
tory, from Shields for San Francisco, has 
been lost w ith all on board. The body of her 
captain, Jones, has been found. 
The World’s W ashington special says th at 
the testim ony before the Com m ittee on Ex­ 
penditures in the Interior D epartm ent dis­ 
closed a condition of affairs in the Govern­ 
ment Lunatic A sylum w hich fairly curdled 
the blood of those who heard it. 
The Tribune's W ashington special says that 
B elknap’s attendance a t the im peachm ent 
excited rem ark. The effect is considered good 
and so his counsel w ill exhibit him every 
day. One or two of the m anagers shook 
hands w ith him , but no Senators spoke to 
him. 
The Tribune's correspondent w rites denying 
that there are 200,000 Chinese in America, 
w hereof 75,000 are in San Francisco, as stated 
a t the recent m eeting there, presided over by 
th e Governor. He declares th a t the figures 
are grossly exaggerated, and cites the census 
of 1870 and the arrivals and births since. He 
says th e only two ways to stop Chinese em i­ 
gration are by mob violence or act of Con­ 
gress. 
B elknap’s friends are collecting m aterial 
against Custer to have him tried by court 
m artial a t 8t. Paul. It is charged that Custer 
swore falsely before Clym er’s com m ittee. He 
Is also accused of originating the charges 
against M errill. Custer declares his inno­ 
cence. 
Dom Pedro and party expect to rem ain In 
San Francisco about five days. 
A nna Dickinson will m ake her debut at 
Boston on May 8th in the “Crown of Thorns.” 
M adame Bonaparte, of B altim ore, is recov­ 
ering. She is over 90 years old. 
The Times' W ashington special says th at In 
the case of B elknap,if the Senate should take 
Jurisdiction,it is doubtful If the witnesses can 
begin to testify before the second week in 
May. 
A great effort is m aking by the citizens o f 
St. L ouis to secure the pardon of Con Ma­ 
guire, on the ground that he com m itted only 
a technical violation of duty. 
A special from Pittsburg says that the N a­ 
tional Labor Convention appointed com m it­ 
tees a t the m orning session. In the afternoon 
session Jno. M. Davis was chosen Perm anent 
President, together w ith Vice President, Sec­ 
retary, etc. The report from the Comm ittee 
on C redentials was presented and adopted. 
Roll call showed the presence of delegates 
from one hundred and fifty trade organiza­ 
tions. W ydenm eyer read a paper favoring 
the adoption of the co-operative plun by th e 
laboring classes, and a com bination of trade 
unions as m ost efficient. 
Japan compels native passengers by for­ 
eign ships to take out passes and the English, 
French and American m inisters have pro­ 
tested. 
The treaty between Japan and Corea is 
published. 
B auer and Chrystol are to wrestle at Pike's 
music hall Cincinnati next Saturday night.

The Governor’s Appointees. 


The official acts of the State Execu­ 
tive seldom or never meet the appro­ 
val of all. There are always some 
ready to find fault and Governor I r ­ 
w in is already receiving the attention 
of Ihe carpers. 
A number of com­ 
plaints have been lodged but for the 
present we shall only notice the charge 
that he has gone out of the party for 
some of his appointees or has at least 
given office to a few who have not 
been influential Democrats. 
This 
charge, as we understand it, is based 
on the selection of the San Francisco 
Harbor Commissioners. No position 
within lh£ province of the Governor 
Is more difficult to fill. It will be re­ 
membered that the Harbor Commis­ 
sion business has not heretofore been 
the most creditable to the gentlemen 
filling the position or the party placing 
them in power. Under Republican 
adm inistration the State lost im­ 
m e n s e ly b y the Harbor Commission, 


The Common Council and a few of 
those who see things through Council 
glasses are laboring to create an im­ 
pression on the public mind that the 
provisions of the law creating a Board 
of Public Works making it three 
years before the entire Board will be 
elected by a direct vote of the people, 
is an infringement on the rights of 
citizens and a great wrong. 
We can­ 
not see the force of the argument. 
The law wisely provides that at least 
two members of the Board shall be fa­ 
miliar with the business in hand. In 
order to secure this it was necessary 
that the term of office of but one mem­ 
ber of the Board should expire at a 
time. 
If the appointing power had 
been given to the Council the same 
course would have been pursued and 
the three years would have expired 
before the whole Board would have 
been elected by direct vote. Had the 
appointing power been vested in the 
Council it is possible we should not 
have heard so much about this “terri­ 
ble outrage.” 
It is all right while tbe 
leaders of the Council have it all their 
own way, but the moment the dicta­ 
tion of these gentlemen is unheeded 
it is all wrong and a cry louder than 
sensible is raised. The tax payers of 
this city are content with the law aud 
the appointees of the Governor. They 
do not hesitate to express the belief 
that the operations of the Board can­ 
not but be an improvement on the old 
regime. They say any change will 
be for the better, and this general ex­ 
pression has an exasperating effect on 
the gentlemen who have heretofore 
managed our city improvements so 
independently and arbitrarily. 


The Law of It. 


The Express tells us the Council will 
continue to exercise the functions in­ 
vested by taw in the Board of Public 
Works and thus impose the task of de­ 
termining the constitutionality of the 
law on the members of the Board. 
This would be a singular proceeding. 
Tbe City Attorney has already decid­ 
ed that the law renders illegal any act 
of the Council touching duties named 
as those of the Board of Public Works, 
and if he is correct any attempt on 
the part of the Council to usurp those 
functions would be trespass on the 
property of citizens affected thereby, 
and would of course be treated as such, 
thus entailing on the members of the 
Council, as private individuals only, 
innumerable suits for damages. 
The 
parties having reasonable grounds for 
testing the constitutionality of the 
law creating a Board of Public Works 
are those financially affected by the 
official proceedings of the Board, and 
in such case the Board acting in ac­ 
cordance with the law would have a 
right to defend the action at the ex­ 
pense of the city. Such a right is not 
possessed by the Council. The mem­ 
bers of that body cannot contest the 
case at the expense of the tax-payers 
and an attempt on their part to do so 
would be followed by immediate en­ 
join ment. Their appeal to tbe courts 


must be made as private individuals, 
and the costs and fees paid from their 
private means. 
They have not the 
color of the law under which to act, 
while the fact that the law creating a 
Board of Public Works is law until 
the Supreme Court decides it uncon­ 
stitutional, empowers the Board to 
proceed in accordance with the pro­ 
visions of the Act, and to defend all 
attempts at infringment on or usur­ 
pation of their official duties.

column in the Weekly H e r a l d, was 
elected an honorary member. Several 
members spoke with praise and satis­ 
faction of this column, and tendered 
Mr. Levering their thanks for the able 
m anner in which it was conducted, ex­ 
pressing the hope that it would help 
to promote the honey interest in this 
county. It was moved and adopted 
that a picnic meeting be held in May 
at the Los Angeles Apiary, the time 
to lie determined by the Secretary, ac­ 
cording to the moon. 
It was moved and adopted, that the 
comb foundations now in the hands 
of the Secretary, he distributed to the 
members present at the m eeting in 
May.

trously fabricated into the abode out 
of which the fly, or butterfly, emerges 
during the early days of Spring. 
So 
soon as tiie young leaves peer out this 
fly begins to deposit egg9 in vast 
quantities, until the outer edge9 of the 
leaves are filled. These puucturings 
necessarily m ake the leaves abnor­ 
mal. 
The myriad eggs, as they be­ 
come incubated, obtain direct nour­ 
ishm ent from the secretions poured 
around them trom the incisions made.
